The Phalena Luna is an infect of unufual ele- 
gance. The wings are of a beautiful pea-green; 
the upper edge of the fuperior pair marked by a 
band of purplifh-brown: the lower ones are termi- 
nated by a pair of lengthened proceffes or tails, 
and in the middle of each wing is a tranfparent 
Ípot, refembling an eye. It is a native of North 
America, and is found in many parts of the United 
Britifh States.
